"It wrould not be hard to defeat 
* the Bolshevik invaders of the Uk­ 
raine if the Allies helped us to or­ 
ganize' our resources and also if the 
j Allies settle the Lemberg oil field 
dispute, thus freeing the West Uk­ 
rainian army so that it might join 
forces with the army of General 
i Brekow in Greater Ukraine,” said 
General Pavlenko to the Associated 
I Press correspondent. “ I think this 
would be in the interest of the Al­ 
lies. 
We would thus check the Bol­ 
shevik invasion of Europe, restore 
order in the Ukraine which is a 
rich lam! and put our people to 
work growing w*lieat for Russia and 
also for Europe.” 
General Pavlenko is in command 
of the Ukrainian troops which have 
been fighting the Poles in the vi­ 
cinity of Lemberg. He is a small 
wiry Russian with eyes deeply set, 
a courteous, quiet but eliquent con- 
* versationalist. It is evident that he 
I is liked by his staff, which is hous- 
j ed in a former school building in 


j Chodoroff. His task of holding to­ 
gether and organizing tile West Uk­ 
rainian army is an arduous one but 
apparently does not w*eigh upon him 
too heavily. 
“The Ukrainians were the first 
people to begin 
fighting Bolshev­ 
ism,” resumed the general. 
“This 
was long before the Allies thought 
of doing so yet such is the irony 
of circumstances that the Allies call 
us Bolshevik!. 
"The people of Russian I kraine 
had for a time a touch of the Bol­ 
shevik disease hut they 
now are 
cured of it as they are essentially 
small farmers and property owners. 
I speak of Bolshevism as a disease
